Northeast of Gor!i- 
gia the Austrians have been on the 
defensive. On the Carso, especially in 
the region of the Hermada, their of- 
fensive efforts have failed “with great 
losses. The ground over which the

Hardwick Wanted Bonus for Troops. 

An amendment by Senator Hardwick 
to increase taxes on large incomes in 
order to pay $50 monthly bonus to all 
Americans serving in France stirred up 
the senate’s temper. It was promptly 
voted down, 74 to 6, having the sup- 
port only of Senators Gronna, Hard- 
wick, La Follette, Reed and Vardaman 
—all the group which opposed the draft 
act. But before and long after its dis- 
position, and with scant attention paid 
approval of the big income tax levy, 
the senate was engaged in the war of 
words it provoked.

Nelson Goes for Hardwick. 

Senator Hardwick’s amendment pro- 
vided for a levy of 10 per cent on in- 
comes in excess of $25,000 to be used 
in paying every American soldier fight- 
ing abroad a monthly bonus of $50. 

“The senate did not hesitate to pass 
a law requiring service from these men, 
and I hope it will not hesitate to add to 
their somewhat meager salary,” said 
Senator Hardwick. 

Senator Nelson, of Minnesota, a civil 
war yeteran, declared that the amend- 
ment was ‘belittling and humiliating’

Dratt Opponents Denounced. 


Opponents of the draft law were de- 
nounced by the Oregon senator, who de- 
clared that if the United States were to 
abandon the system and adopt the plan 
urged by the Georgia senator some 
days ago, which would prevent soldiers 
being sent abroad without their con- 
sent, there would be no army to go to 
France. This is a’ war not only to de- 
fend democracy, he said, but also to 

reserve the institutions that have been

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TO REBUKE WILSON 
MALONE RESIENS 


|New York Collector Objects 
to President’s Treatment 
of Suffrage Women—Ma- 
lone Original Wilson Man. 


Washington, September 7.—Dudley 
Field Malone, customs collector at New 
York, tendered his resignation to Presi- 
dent Wilson today in protest against 
the failure of the president to advocate 
the passage of the federal suffrage 
amendment and because he permitted 
the imprisonment of women who have 
been picketing the white house. 

Mr. Malone, who as counsel defended 
the first of the militants arraigned in 
police court here, told the president in 
his letter of resignation, that inasmuch 
as he had promised the women of the 
suffrage states that he would exert all 
his energy to have the national demo- 


cratic administration indorse suffrage 
by constitutional amendment, he felt 
obliged to resign and devote himself to 
redeeming that promise. 

In quitting the office of collector of 
the port of New York Mr. Malone 
leaves one of the best paid places in 
the government's service. He is a 
son-in-law of former Senator O'’Gor- 
man. 

Malone Gives Reasons. 


His letter of resignation after re- 
viewing his campaign in the suffrage 
states last fall said: 

“And if the women of the west voted 
to re-elect you, I promised them Il 
would sperd all my energy, at any sac- 
rifice to myself, to get the present 
democratic administration to pass the 
federal suffrage amendment. But the 
present policy of the administration, 
in permitting splendid American wom- 
en to be sent to jail in Washington, not 
for carrying offensive banners nor for 
picketing, but on the technical charge 
of obstructing traffic, is a denial even 
of their constitutional right for peti- 
tion and demand the passage of the 
federal suffrage amendment. It, there- 
fore, now becomes my profound obli- 
gation actively to keep my promise to 
the women of the west. 

“In more than twenty states it is 
@ practical impossibility to amend the 
state constitutions; so the women of 
those states can only be enfranchised 
by the passage of the federal suffrage 
amendment. Since England and Rus- 
Sia, in the midst of the great war, have 
assured the national enfranchisement 
of their women, should we not be jeal- 
ous to maintain our democratic leader- 
ship in the .world. by the speedy en- 
franchisement of American women? To 
me, Mr. President, as I urged upon you 
in Washington two months ago, this 
is not only a measure of justice and de- 
mocracy, it is also an urgent war meas- 
ure. The women of the nation are and 
always will be loyal to the country 
and the passage of the suffrage amend- 
ment is only the first step towards 
their national emancipation. But un- 
leas the government takes at least this 
first step towards their enfranchise- 
ment, how can the government ask mi]l- 
lions of American women, educated in 
our schools and colleges, and millions 
of American women in our homes, or 
tolling for the economic independence 
in every line of industry, to give up by 
conscription their men and happiness 
to a war for democracy in Europe, 
while these womencitizens are denied 
the right to vote on the polices of the 
government which demands of them 
such sacrifice? 

Suffrage as War Measure. 

“For this reason many of your most 
ardent friends and supporters feel that 
the passage of the federal suffrage 
amendment is a war measure which 
could appropriately be urged by you at 
this session of congress. : . It will 
hearten the mothers of the nation, 
eliminate a just griévance and turn the 
devoted energies of brilliant women to 
a more hearty support of the govern- 
ment in this crisis.” 

The letter then recapitulated Ma- 
lone’s advocacy of the president's poli- 
cies and took up a review of abe F 
efforts from days before the civil war. 
Then yessiow ay, * to his work as collector 
of the port, Mr. Malone continued: 

“But now I wish to leave these fin- 
ished tasks, to return to my profes- 
sion of the law and to give all my 
leisure time to fight as hard for the 
political freedom of women as I have

“It seems a long seven 
President, since I first campaigned 
with you when you were running for 
governor of New Jersey. In every 
circumstance throughout those years T 
have served you with the most respect- 
ful affection and unshadowed devotion. 
It is no small sacrifice now for me as 
a member of your administration, to 
sever our political relationship. But 
I think it is high time that men in 
this generation, at some cost to them- 
selves, stood up to battle for the na- 
tional enfranchisement of American 
women. So, in order effectively to 
keep my promises made in the west and 
more freely to go into this larger field 
of woenveraese effort, I hereby 
my office as collector of the 
New York, to take effect ny = :

The Ashford Park corporation was

NO PETITION YET FILED 


Shuttle-Car System Sched- 
ule, to Be Effective Aftgs 
October 15, Already Ar- 
ranged by the Southern 
Railway. 


Unless the state railroad commission 
shall rule to the contrary, it is under- 
stood the Southern Railway company 
has virtually decided not to put its 
shuttle-train service between Atlanta 
and Camp Gordon into effect until Oc- 
tober 15. ° 

This decision was called on Friday 
to the attention of Mell R: Wilkinson, 
chairman of the public safety commit- 
tee, which has been endeavoring for 
some time to get the Southern to es- 
tablish this service at once, so as to re- 
lieve the congestion between Atlanta 
and the cantonment until the double- 
track trolley line to the cantonment 
shall have been comonleted. 

“If this decision has been reached 
by the railroad offictals,” said Mr. Wil- 
kinson, “I haven't heard of it. At our 
last conference with the Southern we 
were told that the railroad would not 
be able to say definitely just what it 
could do to help clear up the transpor- 
tation muddle. until the movement of 
the 40 per cent quota of draft men 
called into service begins, which will 
be about the 19th of September. 

Service Harging Fire. 

“With this understanding, the shut- 
tle-train proposition has been hanging 
fire so far as the committee is con- 
cerned. We promised to make no move 
until the railroad found out just what 
it could do. We haven't even discussed 
the proposition of taking the matter 
before the railroad commission, in view 
of our agreement with the Southern 
to await further advices about the mid- 
dle of this month.” 

It is understood also that the trans-

Beginning October 15, when the 
Southern Railway company expects to 
have completed its delivery of solqjers 
to the various southern cantonments, 
the shuttle-train service will be inau- 
gurated each morning between Atlanta 
and Chamblee, with a train every two 
hours from Hemphill avenue, beginning 
at 9 o’clock inmethe morning and contin- 
uing until 10 o’clock in the evening. 

The service from Chamblee to Atlanta 
will begin at 10 o’clock each morning, 
and will continue every two hours 
thereafter until 9 o’clock in the even- 
ing. In the event later trains are ur- 
gently needed in either direction it is 
expected the Southern will put them 
into service.

In urging the negroes, however, to, 
exercise faith, patience, loyalty and!

ever they are and wherever they may | 
be,” he said: 

Stand by the Flag. 
“Truly is the whole world now in-' 


volved in a titanic struggle for world 
democracy. In the face of this world 
struggle, this emancipation of all hu- 
manity, wherever humanity may be 
found, I appeal to the men of my race 
to stand by the flag of this, our com- 
mon country, remain patriotic, loyal, 
brave and true, and keep unstained, 
untarnished and unsullied the record 
made by us as fsoldiers from Bunker 
Hill to Carrizal.” 

“In the face of our trials, discrim- 
inations, unjust treatment and mob vi- 
olence the message I bring to you 1s 
a message of faith, love, hard work 
and the message of the Golden Rule. 

“A message of faith in God, confi-

NO SECOND DRAFT CALL 
FORTHE NATIONAL ARMY 


Crowder Says No Date Has 
Been Set—Rulings for 
Registrants. 


Washington, September 7.—Provost 
Marshal General Crowder, in issuing 
new rulings concerning the execution 
of the selective draft law, today reit- 
erated,that no date had been set for 
a second call for men for.the national 
army, and that, so far as is Known, no 
second call is contemplated by Presl- 
dent Wilson. 

Rulings issued today provide that a 
registrant whose order of liability does 
not permit of his being selected for the 
first quota cannot, even at his own re- 
quest, be advanced and sent with that 
quota, 

The acceptance of substitutes for men 
selected for military duty is prohibit- 
ed and local boards are instructed not 
to consider claims for exemption based 
upon a discharge of a registrant from 
the army, navy or marine corps at the 
expiration of enlistment or for some 
physical disability, since corrected. 

Another ruling is that registrants 
may in certain circumstances be ex- 
empted or discharged to enable them 
to continue in non-military pursuits, 
but after they are selected for military 
service they may not be assigned to 
non-military service.

Albany, Ga., September 7.—(Special.) 
One of the gratifying results of the 
adoption of military training for the 
Albany High school boy student body is 
the enthusiasm with which the boys 
have received the announcement, 

There are to be three 40-minute drill 
periods a week, under the direction of a 


100 per cent response when the high 
school boys are called at the term's 
opening to indicate whether they will 
take the military course. A commit- 
tee from the city board of education 
will look after securing uniforms and 


other equipment.

board’s intention to inaugurate forthwith 
“double sessions” in the first, third and 
fourth grades of the Tenth Street school, 
and the declaration by Superintendent 
Wardlaw that “it may become necessary to 
have double sessions in other schools,” susg- 
gests reversion to a policy that is inhumane, 
barbaric and wholly out of keeping with At- 
lanta’s place and pride. 

That same policy was invoked here a few 
years ago; but it was short-lived, indeed, 
because the people of Atlanta—and espe- 
cially the patrons of the schools—rose up 
in opposition to the outrageous injustice 
that it would work upon the children, de- 
manded almost unanimously that the order 
be revoked—and it was revoked! 

Another way was found whereby to ac- 
commodate the school children, because an- 
other way had to~be found’! 

And so today the announcement of the 
school board’s intentions with regard to the 
little tots of the Tenth Street schoo! should 
be the signal for general city-wide demand 
that the thing proposed to be done be not 
‘done. It is a. nefarious thing, and the 
parents of Atlanta's children will be derelict 
in their duty as parents if they tolerate it

for a day! 

Atlanta has a total public school enroll- 
ment of about 30,000 pupils. Every nook and 
cranny of its school buildings is utilized to 
accommodate those children, yet there is not 
room for them even at that. The situation 
is bad enough—far too bad, in fact—in each 
one of the buildings; but it is worse, per- 
haps, in the Tenth Street, Ansley Park dis- 
trict, this vear, than anywhere else. 

Out there is'a stretch of approximately 
two miles between the Tenth Street school 
and the northern city limits that contains 
not a schoolhouse—the children of that en- 
tire district, and for a large territory south 
of the school, being dependent upon the 
Tenth Street school. After making every 
possible transfer to other schools, and after 
utilizing every inch of available space in the 
building, the plant is wholly incapable of ac- 
commodating the 750 children left on its en- 
roliment list, hence the decision to employ 
the abominable double-session system in 
taking care of the surplus, all in the lower 
grades. 

The double-session system calis for a 
session of school from early morning until 
noon for one set of puplis, and another in 
the afternoon—from about 12:30 to 4—for 
those crowded out of the morning session. 

In other words, one set of little children 
in the lower grades must toddle off to school 
at an unseemly hour in the morning, while 
the “relief” set must go to school in the aft- 
ernoon, tired out from the forenoon’s play, 
struggle with their lessons, with brain and 
body exhausted, and go home in the late 
evening—at an hour of almost darkness dur- 
ing the winter season! 

Such a system is unfair from any angle | 
viewed! It is unfair and an injustice to 
pupils—-all of them—and to the teachers. 
There’s nothing right about it, and there is 
ho condition nor. pretext that can justify it. 

A few years ago the city bought a lot on 
Seventeenth street as the site of the pro- 
posed new schoo] to relieve the pressure in 
that section—but that school is yet to be 
built. Subsequent to the purchase of the! 
site, the city appropriated a portion of the 
money required to erect the building; but

MORE MONEY FOR GOOD ROADS. 


Of the $14,550,000 apportioned for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1, 1918, among the 
various states from government funds to aid 
in the construction and maintenance of 
rural post roads in accordance with the fed- 
eral-aid roads law, as announced by Secre- 


tary of Agriculture Houston Friday, Geor- 


gia’s pro rata is $403,909—an amount larger 
than that of any other southern state, except 
Texas. 

This is the third annual apportionment 
of the federal-aid good roads fund that has 
been made; two of Georgia’s annual allot- 
ments are lying idle in the federal treasury, 


and this one, of almost half a million dol- 


lars, will be available in a little more than 
nine months, yet not a pick has been struck 
into the ground toward the improvement of 
our highways with the aid of the federal ap- 
propriation! 

When the federal-aid law was enacted, 
in 1916, it was necessary that Georgia equip 


itself with a highway department before it 
could qualify, under the terms of the law, 
to share in the distribution of the federal 


fund. 
The legislature forthwith complied with 


the federal act by creating such a depart- 
ment of the state government. 


But the federal money was not forthcom- 
ing, nor has a penny of it been received to 


this day.

With hogs hovering round $20 on the 


and with beef cattle run- 


by day, while the fundamental live stock 
supply of the world is being as rapidly de- 


pleted, it would seem that no form of rural 
industry offers greater inducements of profit 
than the growing of food animals. 


It is a matter of general knowledge that 
is sacrificing meat animals at an 


alone in central 
Europe is in the neighborhood of 26,000,000 


below normal. 


Much of the best breeding stock there is 
slaughtered, and, whereas, we for- 
looked to Europe for our breeding 

reversed that condition, leaving 
of supply of such stock, once Europeans un- 
dertake to replenish their herds, and for 
many years to come. 

Even with feed high as it fs, live stock 
is very profitable, and not 


temporarily so. It would be possible, though 


not probable, for the world’s grain supply 
to be replenished in a single year following 


peace. But with live stock it is different; 
and, at the best that is possible, it will be 
many years before the industry in the coun- 
tries at war can be rehabilitated. And in 
the meantime, while the demand for breed- 
ing stock will be abnormally great, so also 
will be the demand for meat, insuring for 
healthful 
market for years to come. 

There is not a section of country on the 
face of the globe that lends {itself more 
adaptably to the growing of all species of 
domestic animals than does the southeast. 
Georgia is especially fortunate in this re- 
gard, having none of the handicaps of 
sparse feed, hard winters, disease, etc.: and 
there is no reason in the world why this 
section and this state should not make the 
most of the opportunities that the conditions 
afford. 

The farmer who is wise, therefore, will 
not yield to the temptation of the present 
high prices and thin his herds too freely for 
meat purposes, but he will increase them 
year by year, both in quantity and quality, 
with an eye to the near future. Which he 
can do handily, here where feed is so plen- 
tiful, and still contribute his share, and at 
great profit, to the world’s current food 
supply.

WILL REORGANIZE TO FIGHT PLAN: 
RENTED BUILDING MAY BE SOLUTION 


Mrs. R. M. Walker, president of the At- 
lanta School Improvement association—apn 
organization that worked wonders for the 
public schools a few years ago—has called 
a meeting of the association for the assem- 
bly rooms of the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce for next Monday afternoon at 3 
o'clock.

THE BANEFUL BORBORYGMUS. 


This animal infests persons who are par- 
ticularly anxious to make a good impression. 
Just at the psychological moment there comes 
a startling growl which, to the embarrassed 
imagination of the sufferer, resembles the 
rumble of distant thunder. As everybody 
knows, the rumbling is produced by the 
movement of air in the intestine, and under 
ordinary conditions this normal peristaltic 
movement is silent. Dread and fear play a 
large part in the production of borborygmus, 
as intestinal rumbling is called. These emo- 
tions exaggerate the, peristaltic movements, 
crowding into large intestinal spaces small 
amounts of air which under normal condi- 
tions would travel through the canal silently.

$3,500 a Month Will Be Al- 
lowed Committee on Camp 
Activities by Public Safety 


Committee. 


Out of the $70,000 subscribed to the 
emergéncy fund of the public safety 
committee to provide for expenses in 
connection with the establishment here 
of Camp Gordon, $3,500 a month will 
be paid to the committee on camp ac- 
tivities, which has in charge the plans 
to provide recreation for the soldiers 
at the camp. ; 

This decision was reached Friday at 
a meeting in the chamber of com- 
merce, when a campaign for a special 
fund for this purpose was considered. 
The camp activities committee submit- 
ted a budget calling for a _ $3,500 
monthly distribution to carry on its 
work.
